Canada’s Opportunity is in Her Ability 


, to Grappi—, With Commercial 
Conditions 
(Journal of Commerce) 
A short while ago, the Journal of 


Commerce, realizing that the opinions 


of other people would, be, not only in- 


teresting to its readers, but also in- 
structive and helpful in business, sent 
out a icrcular letter containing six 
questions, to the more important busi- 
mess houses in Canada. Since then, a 
great many replies have been publish- 


ed which have created nearly as much 


meaty thought as the following, which 
was received from Mr. John I. Brown, 
sales manager of Gunn, Langlois & 
Company, Limited: 

Dear Sirs,— 

Your letter of April 8th, requesting 
answers to certain questions asked. 
therein, has been received and noted. 
Usually very little attention is. paid to 
circular letters of this kind, but inas- 
much as the Journal of Commerce is 
playing such an important part in 
Canadian industrial conditions today, 
we have noted each question careful- 
ly. If our judgment as set forth in 
the answers we give is of any value 
to you, we are glad to be of service. 

1st.—There is a feeling-of optimism 
that is marked, perhaps in a fairly 
small degree, in the different lines of 
trade; at the same time, there is a 
marked lack of stability that has al- 
ways Characterized our markets in 
former years. es 

2nd.—The opening ot navigation 
will not particularly affect our trade, 
or in fact any line of business unless 
it will be possible for Canada to in- 
crease production to such an extent 
as to permit of a surplus, which would 
enable us to export. Freight boats 
will no doubt be available. for any 
such trade offering, although the ser- 
‘vice will be much slower than we have 
been accustomed to of late years; that 
is, we may have to be satisfied with 
a slower and less efficient service on 
account of the war. 

3rd.—The “Made-in-Canada” .move- 
ment is bound to help some trade, at 
least in a small way. Our judgment, 
however, is that in a very large meas- 
ure, it is a hoax, serving only as a 
blanket to be used by some manufac- 
turers and dealers to work off infer- 
ior stock. Canada as a great agricul- 
tural or manufacturing country will 


never benefit by a purely “Made-in-: 


Canada” movement until such time as 
our exhibits are first standardized, so 
that: our products will be models of 


‘perfection and efficiency. If the coun- 


,the patriotism of the public to the 


‘ment, and if loyal support given would 


try in general is to permanently profit 
by such a term as “Made-in-Canada,” 
there should’ be some government re- 
strictions placed on all export bearing 
this stamp. : 
4th.—So far as we know, the ‘‘Made- 
in-Canada” is being supported but not 
by any means ina general way. 
There seems to be a lack of confid- 
ence, caused no doubt, by the fact 
that men have tried to commercialize 


“Made-in-Canada” movement. This has 
certainly had a tendency to make the 
thinking public stop and wonder just 
what their duty is to such a move- 


result in general as. well as’ perman- 
ent profit to all or only to a few. We 
feel surethat investigation would prove 


the one word “hoax” could be substi- 
tuted-for “Made-in-Canada.” 

There is a need for bigger and bet- 
ter Carfadian effort. Canada can and 
should do more. Individual citizens 
can and should do more, but let us 
not trifie with such serious matters. 
More and better products “Made-to- 
Standard,” and many slogans could 
Mean more to Canadian products 
wbroad than “Made-in-Canada,” unless 
some government restrictions were

5th.—In several lines of our stand- 
ard food products, we have had a 
marked increase over the same per- 
jod last-year, but a decrease is shown 
in our special or higher -priced pro- 
ducts. This shows that the general 
public do not always buy thoughtful-

You will at once note the connection 
in the writer’s tho t re the neces- 
sity for standardization. This is es- 
sential before the unthinking~or -un- 
educated public ‘can buy and be safe- 
guarded against,—‘This is 
good and so much cheaper.” ; 

6th,—Despite the fact that condi- 
tions are somewhat upset at the. pres- 
ent time, Canada’s future opportunity 
lies in her ability to grapple with her 
commercial conditions now and within 
the next six months. There is bound | 
to be an increased demand for food 
products. These will have to be pro- 
duced before they can be marketed. 
Much planning and careful prepara- 
tion is necessary to increase produc- 
tion. Before farm production can be 
increased economically, the farmer 
has got to secure sufficient help at 
ita value, and this he has not been 
able to do during the last few years. 

The greatest reason why the farmer 
has not been able to secure sufficient 
help at its value during recent years 
is' that large contractors and corpora- 
tions have raised wages for unskilled 
labor, to such a high point in our 
cities, that it has drained the country 
of all help available. Hence the pro- 
duction of farm products has been 
materially reduced. With extension | 
work now stopped, our cities are 
forced to spend'valuable time and 
money in meeting the acute situation 
of their unemployed. In a large meas- 
ure, these men are spoiled, and do not 
(know how to-render value for wages 
asked. Our contention is that*unskill- 
‘ed labor must reduce its price, and 
| that the out-of-works must be willing 
to go back to the farms and work as 
| apprentices for at least one full year. 
| Following this, some steps could be 
jtaken by the government in placing 
men on available land to develop Can- 
ada’s virgin soil, that is only waiting 
for proper cultivation, and when prop- 
erly farmed, would place us back on 
the basis of an export country, where 
we rightly belong. 

It is, of course, an easy matter to 
find fault, particularly after work is 
done. Thig is not our object. If, how- 
ever, our governments should under- 
take a “Back-tO-the-Land campaign, 
and be successful in gaining this wor- 
thy and necessary end, they should 
endeavor to place sufficient restric- 
tions upon the opening up of new ter- 
ritory, to.prevent our virgin soil -f 
today becoming a bed of unmanage- 
able weeds tomorrow. Our Prairie 
Provinces show us the reed for such 
precaution being taken. Farmers 
should-not be allowed to own more 
land than they’can cultivate properly. 
This can be accomplished by making 
each one responsible for the spread of 
noxious weeds from his farm or some 
such measure.

In the busy world of dairying even 
a few meagre calculations show great 
differences, whether in cows, their 
owners, the land, the bank deposits or 
the test of fat, etc.; fat and lean are 
mixed, good results and poor, even 
on adjoining farms, even in two stalls 
in’ the. one stable. One owner gets 
perhaps. 200. pounds of milk from 
each lean, hungry acre; a neighbor, 
with better methods, produces the fat 
total of 1,700 pounds of milk per 
acre, keeping 16 good cows on a well- 
tilled 80-acre farm. One milk:-pro- 
ducer, with poor grade cows, never 
tested, possibly nevér well fed, gets 
the lean ayerage of. less than 3,000 
pounds of milk per cow; another pro- 
ducer, who is a real dairyman, revels 
in the knowledge of each of his 16 
cows giving over 8,000 pounds of milk 
that will test fairly rich in fat. 

Then when it comes to feeding for 
profit, not simply for existence, we 
find one man with 100 pounds of 
milk » costing him only 59 cents for 
feed, but.a neighbor has to admit 
the impeachment of milk costing ,him 
per 100 pounds at least 90 cents, per- 
haps over a dollar. So one will make 
the fat profit above feed of over $30 
per cow, while his ncighbor is down 
to the lean margin of only $3. Why 
do such’ amazing differences occur? 
Primarily because dairymen have not 
studied each cow individually. Dairy 
records alone can shed light on these 
problems, Milk and feed. record 
forms, simple, easily kept, may be had 
free from the dairy division, Ottawa.

Poultry Pointérs 


Four Rules to Follow in’ Order to: Se- 

cure Maximum .Egg Production — 

eg production depends on four 
things ang if any of these four be 
absent, maximum egg production need 
not be expected, says a new bulletin 
from Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 

1—The, hen must be bred to lay, 
that is she must have that invisible’ 
inheritance that gives her capacity 
and ability to lay. Some people call 
this “an inborn tendency to lay.” This 
means that the breeding will have 
more influence than the breed. Breed- 
ing surely tells. 
“2—The hen must be _ physically 
strong enough ‘to withstand the drain 
of heavy egg production, and the 
chances of disease. She must be able 
to withstand the abuse that man gen- 
erally gives her by making her en- 
vironments unnatural, be able to lay 
a large number of eggs’ when prices 
are high; and produce _ hatchable’ 
germs when the incubation season ar- 
rives. Constitutional vigor is of first 
importance, and though the hen be 
well-bred, if she has some physical 
weakness that is either hidden or a 
parent, the results will be unsatis- 
factory. 

3—The hen, must have suitable en- 
vironmental conditions, such as hous- 
ing, yarding, condition of range, . ete. 
The house is the Lome of. the hen, 
and as such shouid be comfortable. 
Dampness, draft and poor ventilation, 
all retard egg production. A small 
yard or bare range is not conducive 
to success. 

4—The hen makes eggs out of the 
food given. She depends upon it and 
must have it in large enough quanti-' 
ties to induce rapid growth and large 
production. A hen cannot lay . well 
on just any food tnat may be given. 
This has been demonstrated too many 
times on the farm and at experiment 
station. ; 

Egg production is one of the chief 
aims of the. poultry raiser, and it is 
for this reason that these four things 
are mentioned. They are given in the 
order of their.importance. The bird 
itself must be the first consideration. 

From answers to questions sent out 
over the state of Indiana it was seen 
that the market side of the question 
is thé most important phase of farm 
poultry., A few people find it profit- 
able to sell stock and eggs for fancy 
purposes, but the commercial side is 
by far the most popular with the farm- 
er. Poultry is a sidé issue on the 
farm and a part of diversified farming, 
but there seems to be a rapidly grow- 
ing sentiment to make the hen have 
a more important position than she 
has had in the past. This i8 proven by 
the statement that 101 out of 704 
keep poultry as an important means 
of livelihood:

Alberta Taking the Lead in Practical 
Work Along Educational Lines 

It has been public property for some 
time that the agrictitural schools es- 
tablished by the department of agri- 
culture for Alberta are proving an un- 
qualified success, The most caustic 
critics of the scher.e have long ago 
acknowledged ~that'. the minister of 
agriculture was right and.they were 
wrong.’ These schools have accom- 
plished something which all the agri- 
cultural colleges have failed to do, 
namely, they have reached the maxi- 
mum number of boys on the farms and 
have given them practical scientitic in-. 
struction without in any way weaning 
them, from the farms. ‘They have 
taken hold of the boys and the girls 
who have had guch Jimited opportuni- 
ties of education that they could not 
Lave been admitted te any college, and 
have made them feel that their practi- 
cal knowledge of farm ccnditions was 
an off-set to their .eck of book learn- 
ing, and having saved their self-re- 

ect in this way, have stimulated 
their ambition to add the knowledge 
obtainable from pouks to their prac- 
tical experience. 

In the carpenter shop of the school 
at Olds during the past winter the 
boys made models of the buildings 
which this summer will help their 
fathers to erect on the home farms. 
The boy who took‘a model home with 
him knew not oaly how to build a 
large building by that model, but he 
knew to a foot of lumber and a pound 
of cement the material required and 
what it would cost to build. The great 
beauty of the instruction at these 
schools is that nothing is attempted 
which a boy may not later do on his 
own farm if he have patience and 
perseverance. — - 

The girls who attend these schools 
are not only receiving instruction in 
domestic science, dress. making, and 
laundry work, but they are receiving 
exactly the ganie instruction as the 
boys in poultry raising, horticulture 
and dairying. . 

While the schools are closed during 
the summer, work in connection with 
the schools‘ by nc means ceases. The 
dairy competition which was carried 
on last year is this year being increas- 
ed to herds of three cows instead of in- 
dividuals, and a very large number of 
students have, entered the competi- 
tion. The prizes given for these corz- 
petitions are pure bred stock, and the 
successful competitor can choose a 
calf, pig or sheep. Last year 30 young 
animals were distributed in this way. 
The competitions rre open to both 
boys and girls, and last year one of 
the successful competitors was a girl.

ready 74 boys have entered this c@m- 
petition, and’ they are scattered 
over Alberta from Cardston on 
south to Vermilion on the north: None 
of this seed will be grown under irri-

The money for these prizes . was 
donated by several of the large lumber 
companies in Alberta. The head of one 
of these companies, noting how much 
was being’said by the Bankers’ associ- 
ation about mixed farming, went to 
the Hon. Duncan Marshall and asked 
him if there. was anything that they 
could do to help. Mr. Marshall seized 
the opportunity an:. told the lumber- 
man that he would like $150 to distri- 
bute in prizes for the growing of al- 
falfa seed. This would be $50 for each 
school divided as above. The lumber- 
man went away and came back in a 
few days with the money- While so far 
no girls have entered the competition, 
it is open to them should they wish to 
do 80. ; 

During the summer a number of 
special women institute meetings will 
be held, and the instructors of domes- 
tic science from the differént schools 
will seek to bring the advantages of 
these schools directly home to the 
mothers of the province. In addition to 
this there will’ be a demonstration 
train which will give special attention 
to the newer lines of railway, particu- 
darty. in the northern part of the prov- 
ince. 

Alberta is not to be without its 
agricultural college, however. An agri- 
cultural college section of the univers- 
ity will open next October with a com- 
petent. faculty. This will give an op- 
portunity to the boys who wish to go 
further than the two years’ course of 
the agricultural schools, to obtain ade- 
uate training and obtain a degree. Dr. 
‘ory, the head of the university, has 
been very keen on this for some time, 
and already a dea: of agriculture in 
the person of B, A. Ho./es, B.S8.A., has 
been selected.—Free Press.

Study the Best Type to Breed and 
Make For: It ) 

The person with no ideal is much 
like the wanderer of the highway; he 
has no destination other than wan- 
dering; therefore, he never athieves: 
much. The. breeder who will win 
success in his business’ must have an 
ideal ever before him. i 

Let a person start to erect a biild- 
ing of any, kind: with no fixed idea of 
what he wants, and he will not only 
make very slow rrogress in building, 
but when he has it completed he will 
have something entirely different 
from what he wants. Therefore, as 
a warning to the young breeder just 
starting to lay the foundation of his 
herd, as well as to some older ones 
who have made very little progress as 
breeders, let me say that if you are 
to make a success of your business 
(which I think js the desire of every 
one s0 engaged) you must get right 
down to the very root of matters. 
Before starting out, make sure of 
what you want. You will no doubt 
meet with adversity, but that is just 
the time a strong ideal will carry you 
over the rocky places. If one with 
an ideal makes a. mistake they will 
then be able to discover it and at 
once rectify the same. 

One of the great dangers that 
breeder without an ideal encounters 
is that he is liable to start with a 
certain breed ard his animals prob- 
ably do not come up to his, expecta- 
tions. He will. then drop that breed 
and make a try at something else, 
with the result that he' will not stick 
to any one breed long enough to 
make a success of it. : 

The man whose achievements pro- 
nounce success, must from the start 
be steadfast, with a definite object in 
view. If he is going to be a. success- 
ful breeder of live stock he must 
choose his breed, study it, study what 
constitutes a true type, and get firm- 
ly fixed in his mind the true type of 
the breed he has chosen. To wig the 
greatest success a breeder must have 
his ideal stamped on his mind's eye 
so distinctly that he can almost see 
the animal in ,front of him. That 
which we think we can-reach we will 
reach,. but without som .thing definite 
in view we will certainly accomplish 
little. ; 

To become a most successful breed- 
er .one:must. be an expert judge of 
the breed he is aiming to develop. 
The man-starting in live stock breed-

predecessors, and that. with no study 
of the breed he has chosen, will cer- 
tainly reap very unsatisfactory 
sults.

» Let me give an illustration of two 
breeders who started “with a certain 
breed of cattle at practically the same 
.time, that being about nine or ten 
years ago. Both purchased ‘some 
good cows. When it came to gelect- 
ing the sire of the herds, one breeder 
had an_ ideal, ‘ while judging from 
what transpired, the other had none. 
He has always tried’ to. buy his sires 
cheap, and as a result he has secured 
inferior animals. The writer had 
the opportunity last fall of attending 
the fair where these two breeders 
were in competition. I need scarcely 
mention the results: I have never in 
my experience seen a better demon- 
stration of the weakness that goes 
with lack of an’ ideal. The only 
prizes secured by the man with no 


the classes that the other man did 
not have enough animals to fill the 
class. ' 

To the beginner, I would say: If 
you expect your’environment to be 
filled with an atmosphere of success, 
you must have an ideal first, last and 
all the time. Not only is it necessary 
to have an ideal, but it is just as 
necessary to seek to attain to. that 
ideal. Do not let the matter of a 
few dollars sidetrack you, especially 
in selecting the herd sire. It is not 
what we buy, but what we breed and 
develop that determines our destiny 
as a breeder, :

This is the story of an inquiry, an 
inquiry of a&’ much importance to the 
country a8 such a thing can be.

The lack of attention given to selec- 
tion is indi¢ated by the fact that 
over forty per cent. of the farmers 
from whom,samples of wheat, oats 
and barley were collected did not

The man who 
originated the idea that shallow 
ploughing, under an-~ circumstances, 
was to be advised, certainly deserves 
a medal for basic, fundamental ignor- 
ance of the first principles of agricul- 
ture, 

Shallow ploughing is exactly equal 
to none at all, as far as results are 
concerned. Soil on which crops are 
to be grown canaot be ploughed too 
deeply. _If a subsoil plough can be 
used.and sent down just as deep as it 
will as deep as the team can draw 
it—the soil will not be ploughed too 
deeply. If deep ploughing is supple- 
mented by the modern plan of subsoil- 
ing to a depth of three or four feet by 
means of agricultural dynamite, s0 
much the better.. And .¢ these two 
methods of getting down into earth 
are further aided by turning under 
at least one green crop each year, 
.better still. Deep ploughing and 
green manuring will restore fertility 
to soil, no matter in how poor condi- 
tion it may be; while shallow plough- 
in: will speedily result in the ex- 
haustion of even thy richest and most 
fertile soil.

Few people are tempted to eat po- 
tatoes raw, yet those who have done 
go have been made ‘to suffer for their 
rashness, for raw potatoes contain a 
poisonous alkaloid called solanen. This 
alkaloid disappears with cooking.—

It was call- 
ed to the attention of a Russian -of- 
ficer, whose face lighted up when he 
saw it and who immediately addressed 
me in Esperanto... He asked me for

in the Russian newspapers, ahd that 
the French had reached the Rhine. 
When I told him there was on truth in 
it he was very much surprised. 
“Thanks to this officer I received ex- 
cellent treatment and was sent to Mos- 
cow after a few days. When I arrived 
there the ‘word had gone before me 
that I was a student of. Esperanto, 


and soon three officers called on me} 


and were delighted to be able to speak 
in that- universal language with a 
stranger. I learned from these offic- 
ers that the minister of war was de- 
cidedly favorable to this language and 
that many of the officers had been 
studying it. P 

“Later I was sent to Siberia. It was 
an almost endless journey through the 
cold and snow. Upon my arrival here 
I fount quite a group of students of 
Esperanto—some Russians, some Hun- 
garians and several Italians, and we 
all are able to hold conversation whica 
otherwise would nox be possible. While 
this section of Siberia has its disco n- 
forts and inconveniences, stiil we man- 
age to enjoy ourselves fairly well and 
live in the hope that we will soon be 
able to return to our Fatherland.”

A few years ago the great ques- 
tion was whether armor plate or ship’s 
guns would, in the end, prove the My heart is right 
stronger.

At present no war- 
ship, however well protected, can 
withstand the impact of projectiles 
from the heaviest naval guns. : 
Today the contest is between the 
battleship and the submarine. Not |- 
long before the present war broke 
out, one of the foremost naval auth- 
orities of Great Britain startled navy 
circles by declaring ‘that the day of 
the dreadnought was past, and that 
the submarine was to be the victor in 
future battles on the sea. He found 
many who agreed with him, but also 
many who took the opposite view. At 
times during the past half year events 
have seemed to cohfirm his prophecy, 
but the issue is still doubtful. . 
Submarines have indeed torpedoed 
and sunk battleships, but on the other 
hand several submarines have been 
rammed and destroyed—in one or two. 
cases by unarmed merchant vessels. 
The new craft have an advantage in 
being able to conceal themselves, and 
thus to make an a‘tack before. their 
presence is suspected; but they are 
necessarily slow of movement, espec- 
ially when submerged, and vessels of 
high speed can run away from them, 
or baffle them by taking a zigzag 
course. Moreover, in their very con- 
struction’ there is an element of dan- 
ger to themselves; even if they escape 
the enemy they are by no means cer- 
tain to survive the perils of the sea. 
Unless future experience in this 
war differs considerably from that of 
the early months of the conflict, the 
result is likély to be that both types 
will survive and gain in effectiveness. 
For the greater. operations of a naval 
war-the huge battleship is necessary. 
No government that might have to 
face such a task as reducing the forts 
of the Dardanelles would think for a 
moment. of stopping the construction 
of great and powerful baftieships; no 
government that needs the défence of 
a navy will ever again neglect to pro- 
vide-an active and alert fleet of sub- 
marines.

Germans Need Copper 


King Albert as a Reporter 


Shells Are Now Being Gathered and 
‘ Re-used by the Germans 


How long will, 5,000,000,000 cart- 
ridges last in a. war of the size of the 
present one? How much copper. ha3 
Germany on hand from which to make 
hew cartridges for the infantry rifles 
and machine guns, and drying band: 
for the shells of all sizes? Great 
Britain has declared. copper contra- 
band of war, and is trying to stop its 
going to any port whence it might 
reach Germany. Ofher things might 
end the war more speedily, but when 
the supply of copper quits then the 
war quits likewise. The Germans are 
reported to have had nearly 5,000,000,- 
000-rifle cartridges on hand when war 
broke out. They probably have 4,000,- 
000 men under arms, possibly. mors 
They have thousands of machine guns, 
each of which eats up cartridges as 
fast as a whole infantry battalion. 
Twelve hundred and fifty rounds per 
soldier, excluding the machine guns, 
and the 6,000,000,000 cartridges are 
gone. Without doubt the Germans are 
reduced already to picking up the fired 
cases when it is feasible to do so. 
Trench fighting is particularly well 
adapted to this purpose, while from ‘a 
machine gun the ejected cases are 
thrown so uniformly that a basket 
would catch practically all of them. 
The German cartridge. cases are not 
‘well adapted to being reloaded. The 
| American government’ reloads the 
fired rifle cartridges, and the require- 
ments specify .that each case must 
stand 20 such reloadings without gplit- 
ting or giving away at any spot. Hun- 
dreds of tlLousands of fired cartridges 
are reloaded by the United States 
‘army each year, because -while the 
complete loaded cartridges cost 2% 
cents, the case itself costs nearly 1% 
cents, a saving of 60 per cent. through 
reloading.

Russia she knew to be in 
no condition for the war, but recog» 
nized that in a couple of years Rus- 
sia would be ready. France was weak 
financially, while Germany herself had 
beén preparing for years and deemed 
the present the opportune moment. 
“Germany,” declared Mr. Barron, 
“knew everything, but understood no- 
thing. They had no measurement in 
Berlin which would guage the soul 
of a nation like Great Britain. They 
had no knowledge of the ideals of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, a government that 
serves the people instead of one which 
rules.” 

“You would believe the war was 
worth while,” declared Mr. Barron, “if 
you gaw the rejuvenated France.
